Saturday afternoon one of the large 


barns, several aheda and a hoggery, situ- 
ated on the farm of P. n. Beal, Eiq., on 
tbe south side of the Carmel road, were 
destroyed by tire, the buildings being 
burned to the ground. The barn was that 
known as "The Alligator" and It was a 
building 523(10, constructed of hewn ash, 
with shingling on walls and roof. It was 
built by tbe Hathaway Bros. Fortunately 
there was but little inside the barn, the 
contents being one ton of hay and three ot 
straw. 


On one.slde of the barn were two sheds, 


and on another one. The sheds were used 
for storing the farm cans and tools, about 
all of which were saved. 


Tbe hoggery was one hundred feet long, 


twenty-five fact wide, tjwo stories In height 
and it waa elapboardefl and painted. It 
contained twenty-three small shoats, allot 
wblen lost their lives In tbe fire. Near 
this shed were two buildings, ,50x20 and 
30x12, which were also Burned. 
A shed 


100 feet long aod fifteen feet wide was de- 
stroyed, but the contents, which consisted 
of raowlcg and threshing machines, etc., 
were saved. 
The well house, ten feet 


square, was also consumed. It happened 
very fortunately that the wind was fl a di- 
rection which blew the sparks awa-" from 
the other large buildings, or they too 
might have been burned. 
t 


At tbe time the flre started there were 


several near by. Mr. Beal w:is In a field 
not fur oft when his attention waa called 
to what appeared to be smoke issuing from 
the hoagery. 
Upon going to the building 


it was found to be on flre. The names 
spread rapidly and as there were no facili- 
ies at hand tor battling with tbe lire, the 
buildings were destroyed. 
How It caught 


is not known. 
Mr. Beal was assured by 


tbe men that there had been no lire or 
smoking In the buildings.
